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Letter from Fort Hope. 

Fort Hope, Nov. 1, 1860. 

'Editor British Colonist:— Nine days 
■since .l left here for the Simiikameen, re- 
turning to Hope this day at noon. AVe made 
the journey to the South Forks in two days, 
passing over the Dewdney trail as far as 
completed. The contractors, I believe, in- 
-tend finishing the entire distance as early as 
.possible. We were not prepared to find so 
jnuch labor expended in so short a time, and 
anticipate travelling over the entire trail 
next spring. 

The "pass," about which so much has 
been said, saves the expenditure of toil and 
averts much danger before existing. It is a 
<ieep gorge between two ranges of hills, 
gradually aseendinc as you proceed from 
Hope until you Teach a plateau known as 
" The Summit," when it assumes a gradual 
■declination until couching its extermination. 
The remaining unfinished portion of the 
trail will cut off eriuch mountainous travel 
extending from the Forks twenty miles to- 
wards Hope — u a <Njusuaimation devoutly 
to he wished." 

The trail, when complete, will, it is sup- 
posed, measure seventy-six miles, and will 
be traversable by la-den -pack animals in 
five days. Messrs. Moberly and Dewdney 
deservo great credit for the energy dis- 
played by them, as well as for the unvary- 
ing kindness ever evinced by them to all 
" poor travellers." To complete the job, a 
bridge across the Coquelialla is an impera- 
tive necessity, both on the ground of c;im- 
fort and safety. 

We travelled from the South to the North 
Forks of the Simiikameen, witnessed the 
operations in- the diggings: sat, ale and 
Kleptinthe cabins of the miners, and hava 
come back more confident than ever of the 
great future of these colonies. From above 
the South Fork to the North Fork is much 
good land; but below the North Fork the 
land improves. If grass J>c any test of land, 
then the whole Simiikameen country is nch 
in a-ricultural resources. The day we left, 
hay cutting was in operation, proving the 
adage "better late than never." The gold 
seems to extend rather to the source than to 
the mouth of the river, the coarser gold being 
tound farthest up the stream. 

Many wing-dams exist on the river, 
and parties are busy washing the bed. 
I myself saw six dollars' worth of coarse 
colli extracted from twenty buckets of this 
dust or gravel, and when we recollect that 
two 'men can rook two hundred and fifty 
buckets a day, the wages are not contempti- 
ble Another miner, from sixty buckets, 
procured three dollars, and one more Irom 
three buckets' prospecting, obtained eighty 
cents. The gold is found on the tributaries 
of the Simiikameen also— the Simiikameen 
itself being but a small liver. I saw a 
shaft, being sunk some forty yards from the 
river, which prospected fmm one to four bits 
to the pan; and another farther back still, 
which gave evidences of richness. '1 he pay 
dirt is from eighteen inches to three feet 
thick, and extends as far back as prospected.

the Simiikameen Valley ought to be reached 



by way of Fort Hope; but this will not be 
if packers continue to charge fifteen cents 
per pound freight. There are now about 
seventy-live men on the river, and strange to 
say three taverns— a train which we met on 
oui way home being almost entirely laden 
with spirits destined to enrich a "new 
house." Is the question of licensing left 
entirely to the local magistrate—and if so. 
ought it to continue '! The men on the river 
are mostly of a superior class, and comfort- 
able log bouses are being erected for the 
winter— as mining will be carried on during 
the next five months. 

From Rock Creek the news is good, and 
there can be no doubt that the entire coun- 
try will be populated before long. From 
familiar conversations with the miners, 1 
learned that the Governors visit to this coun- 
try was honorable to himself ami apprecia- 
ted by the classes he intended benefitting. 
If the Governor will only use his strong 
common sense, he will obtain and keep an 
enviable popularity. " So mote it be." 

The Moody has just arrived, and the 
"news boys" are already hawking the " peo- 
ple's paper." One number, and one number 
alone, of the New Westminster Times, have I 
seen— it is evidently below par at Hope. By 
lb* bye, I think the editor, some time since, 
announced the withdrawal of an agency for 
this place. Do you recollect it ! What 
does the poor fellow mean by that letter of 
his (written as if from a correspondent) in 
his last number ! 1 fancy lie must be labor- 
ing under an Anderson nightmare, as in his 
ravings he mutters something about " Hud- 
son Buy barbarity." The Bore point evident- 
ly is " comparative circulation." My infor- 
mation and quoted remark was derived horn 
the one person in New Westminster most 
capable of judging, and to him I refer the 
editor of the Times. In writing to the Col- 
onist, I ceased not to remember that infor- 
mation possessed by the editor of the Times 
fails to liud its way to the inhabitants of 
Victoria — for the simple reason that his pa- 
per is not circulated there, and under its 
present manager 1 fear this state of things 
will continue. 

Some time since the writer sent to the of- 
fice in which was the individual in question, 
a correction of a blundering and officious 
item calculated to injure gentlemen in the 
employ of the Hudson Hay Company. 
Ignorance ever remembers its defeat — and 
conseauentlat the nditor of the Ntw Westmin- 
ster Tunes has not forgotten. This correc- 
tion was written over the writer's own name, 
some news items subsequently under the 
present signature — and in all cases addressed 
" Victoria Gazette," and not Seu- Wettminttet 
Tunes. Never did the writer cither by writ- 
ten orspoken communication send to any pa- 
per an account ol " Hudson barbarity"— and 
when this is stated even by the editor of the 
Xew Westminster Times, I aver that it is 
simply uutr lis and incapable of proof. The 
[niters in the Gazette copied Into the flew 
Westminster Times, signed '■ Opinion, were 
written in coiilidei.ee lo Capt. King as the 
then editor. They avail nu man's character, 
contain no political proclivities, ami yet to 
gratify personal malignity, this scorosy is 
violated by n man to whom it was not con* 
tided and who hail no right to consider it his 
own.

Contempt of Court. 
The infliction of one month's imprison- 
ment on Mr- King for contempt of Court, has 
met with universal execration. The punish- 
ment imposed is entirely disproportionate to 
the offence ; and there are not wanting those 
who attribute it to hidden causes. There is 
ceitainly a very strange inconsistency in the 
conduct of Mr- Pemberton in this matter. 
.V/essrs. Langford and Cary were allowed to 
fling the lie into each other's teeth with im- 
unity. Even Mr. Alston, who fust provok- 
ed Mr- King with the epithet of " liar," or 
"you lie," was passed over without being held 
to keep the peace, and the contempt was un- 
noticed. We concede to the Court the right to 
piotect itself against insult and disorder ; but 
the absolute power entrusted to it for that 
purpose should never be used to crush any 
unfortunate man, who may have become 
obnoxious to the government. Moreover, 
we doubt very much whether the punish- 
ment cannot be set aside un legal grounds. 
At any rate, it is the duty of every lover of 
liberty to remonstrate against the severity of 
the sentence, in order to restore Mr. King to 
the bosom of his family. For if such an 
unwise use of power is allowed to gtowinto 
a precedent, individual liberty may become 
little better here than at Naples. 

The Colored " Invasion."— The "inva- 
sion " of a portion of the colored population 
into the parquette of the Colonial Theatre, 
on last Saturday night, and the subsequent 
riot, have been the topic of conversation 
of all classes during the past few days. 
Much alarm is felt that the same scenes 
may be re-enacted at some future time 
Yesterday information was conveyed to the 
Superintendent of Police that the negroes 
were arming and preparing for a descent 
upon the theatre on next Saturday night ; 
and that deputations were expected from 
Salt Spring Island, New Westminster, and 
the American side, fur the purpose ofcarry-

taken by any clus* of men. It will raise 
Buch a storm of indignation and hatred on 
•he part of the whites against the colored 
rare, that years will not efface. Respect- 
able, negroes, who would never countenance 
the acts of ruffians, will suffer alike with 
the guilty; a"' 1 verv fuw w '" t8 pe°pl« "'ill 
be found willing to brave public opinion by 
giving employment to a man of color. 
With us, a rowdy is a rowdy— no matter 
what may be the color of his skin or his 
coat. The acts of the negroes on Satur- 
day night, were such as no circumstances 
would justify. If they had been deni d 
admittance to lha theatre, the law was 
before them to appeal to. If no remedy 
could be obtained by applying to that 
source, they should have settled down 
quietly, and by uniform good conduct and 
moderation, trusted to a gradual change in 
public opinion, whereby they might be 
enabled to visit any portion of a 
place of amusement they saw proper. 
But by n resort to violence they have injured 
themselves very deeply; and if the snrae 
acts bo repeated, and tho prejudices of the 
people thereby aroused, there is no telling 
where the thing will stop. In all kindness, 
we advise the perpetrators of tho outrage to 
pause ere they attempt another "invasion." 
They must reflect that their victims wcro 
taken by surprise, and were consequently 
unprepared to protect themselves. On an- 
other occasion of the kind, it would be dif- 
ferent; and a riot once commenced might 
end in the shedding of more human blood 
in our street,, tlmn the winter rains could 
wash out.

Trades' License Act. 

The following opinion of tho Attorney 
General in regard to this Aot, is published 
for general information : 

All persons who have to make returns 
under tho "Trade Licenses Act, 18(10," 
should fill up the form B with the amount 
of their transactions during the three 
months immediately preceding the date 
when they make their return. 

Scale A has nothing to do with lha ro- 
turn, but merely status the amount of assess- 
ment to bu paid half-yearly according to 
tho return. 

For example : A is a merchant, and 
mukes up his roturn on tho 9th day of 
November, by Btating in the fourth column 
of Form B. the amount of transactions 
during the three months ending lha 0th of 

November, and states that that amount 
is either Xil'.l or is below XlOO during I lint 
period. Ho then looks on the right hand 
column of .Scale A, and finds ho has to 
pay n half-yearly license of £ I .

Fort Hope Grand Jury Report. 

Hope, 27th October, I860. 

We the undersigned members of the 
Grand Jury for this district, respectfully 
represent : . . 

That although the lightness of our crimi- 
nal calender is a subject for congratulation, 
still this can scarcely be deemed a fair 
criterion of our social immunity from crime. 

A burglary was recently committed in 
this town, to which no clue has been ob- 
tained. An Indian, who had been com- 
mitted for trial for sta' bing another Indian, 
made his escape from the kitchen attached 
to the Court House, and though information 
of his whereabouts has been received, no 
steps have been taken for his recapture. 
Several depredations have also been corn- 
milled by Indians (principally on Chinese) 
in this vicinity, and we must say thai the 
punishment hitherto inflicted here on 
Indians, for robberies and burglaries, has 
been so trivial as rather to encourage than 
check their pilfering propensities 

Another case to which we may advert is 
the escape of a man charged with murder, 
for whose arrest a '.variant from Lytton was 
forwarded here, but the High Sherilf, instead 
of immediately dispatching an officer in 
pursuit to the Siinilkameen, where the mur- 
derer had been seen, gave some days after 
a warrant to the expressman, a parly whoso 
business was such as to pievent his properly 
attending to so important a duly, even hau 
he started at once. 

In connection with these matters, we 
would respectfully urge the necessity for 
the appointment of another police officer to 
be on duty regularly at nights, nnd we 
would also" submit that in our opinion it 
would be conducive to the public benefit if 
the two officers we now have, were con 
stonily occupied in their legitimate duties, 
insleail ol being employed as now, several 
hours daily in the performance of menial 
services for the Resident Magistrate.

Sentence of One Month's Imprisonment. 

Yesterday morning, at half-past 10 o'clock, 
the case of Capt. E. Hammond King, for- 
merly proprietor of the Victoria Gazette 
newspaper, was called in the Police Court. 
The stipendiary magistrate, Mr. Pemborton, 
and Justice deCourcy,,of Sau Juan Island, 
on the bench. 

Mr. King was arraigned at the bar of the 
Court. 

Mr. Pembertoii (rising)— Mr. King, you 
have been brought bcfoie me on a charge of 
contempt of court yesterday, and I shall pro- 
ceed to examine a witness. 

Mr. King requested that the party assault- 
ed (Mr. Alston) might be summoned to at- 
tend. 

Mr. P. — On what charge? 

Mr. K.— Contempt of court. 

Mr. P. — I saw no contempt on Mr. A.'s 
part. Your conduct, on the contrary, seemed 
to demand punishment. 

Horace Smith, superintendent of police, 
8W orn — Yesterdav afternoon, whilst the court 
was in session, 1 saw Capt. King strike Mr. 
Alston in the face with his fist. 

Question by prisoner— Did you hear Mr. 
Alston call me a liar 1 

Ans.— I did not; there was much confu- 
sion at the time in court. He may have 
done so. 

Q ues , — Were you outside the court door 
or inside? 
Ans. — Inside. 

Ques.— Where was Mr. Alston at that 
time ? 

Ans. — In front of where you were stand- 
ing — j U st back of the witness-box. 
"Ques.— Did you see Mr. Alston strike me ? 
Ans. — No. 

Air. King— Your honor, I plead guilty ot 
striking Mr. Alston, but urge, in extenuation, 
provocation. May I ask your honor if either 
magistiate had left the bench at the time ! 

Mr. Pemberton — I was on the bench ; Mr. 
dcCourcy, sitting with me, did not do so 
-as a magistrate. I nlono was the judge. 

Major deCourcy— My sitting on the bench 
■will be no obstuclo touiy going into the wit- 
ness-box. ■ if j 

Mr. King— I shall be extremely obliged to 
vou if you do so. 

* Major deCourcy, sworn— Was in court 
when the difficulty occurred ; saw n part of 
at. Was present when the blow was struck. 

Mr. K — Did you hear Alston use any 
language towards me? ..,,.„ . I 

Major doC. — I heard the words " liar' and 
"lie" used ; but who applied those epithets I 
■could not tell ; there was much confusion 
in court at the time. | 

Mr. K. — Your honor, I wish to express my 
most sincere regret at what transpired. The 
•difficulty occurred in a moment of excite- 
ment. I whs outside the court when tho 
blow was struck, but came in as I struck. I I 
was under the impression that tire court had 
risen. Having said thus much 'by way of 
apology, I would add that any gentleman 
having the epithet of "liar" applied to him 
would have done the same. I think Mr. 
Alston should also be brought up to answer 
for the language he used. The language 
used by Messrs. Cary, Longford, and Alston | 
previous to the difficulty, was enough to 
bring any court to ridicule or contempt. 

A low voice in the court — That's so! 

Mr. Pemberton— This is a \ury grave of- 
fence, and one which i cannot pass lightly 
ever. There were some words that fell from 
your lips yesterday about your having been 
a British officer for a number of years, and 
that therefore you felt bound to resent an in- 
sult. That is a false idea of honor. Sup- 
pose a gentleman receives an insult in the 
pnesenue of a lady, at a theatre for instance. 
The verv must he would do would bo to ex- 
change "cards. A gentleman never resents 
an insult of that kind in the presence ot a 
lady with a blow. How much less should 
he reply with a blow in a court of justice. 

Mr. King— What redress has a gentleman 
under such circumstances? I claim he has 
no other than to knock the offender down. 

Mr. Pemberton— That is a false notion ot 
honor, and one which should not be in- 
dulged. This court has been insulted, and 
it must maintain its prerogative. During 
the time I have been upon the bench, I am 
happy to say, the audience from tune to 
time assembled here havo generally be- 
haved themselves in a most correct manner; 
and it is only by those who imagine that 
they hold a higher social position, that the 
dignity of tho court has at last boon out- 
raged. I do not believe, this being the, lust 
affair of the kind occurring in my court that 
any pecuniary punishment I can inflict, 
wmilil be a sufficient punishment for this 
offenco, consequently I shall sentence you 
to be imprisoned for one month, and at the 
end of that time, to find secu ity to keep the 
peace for six months— two sureties in XiOO 
each, and yourself in £200. Failing such 
aocurity, to he imprisoned three months. 

At theVo.icliVs.iou of his honor's address 
and sentence*, a deep solemn silence 
reigned throughout tho room for a moment, 
and then John Coles, Esq., M P. P., rose 
ami asked permission to say a tow words. 

The magistiate granted the permission. 

Mr. Coles— Why has not. Mr. Alston been 
jmmmoned to appear hero ? Had no\ tho 
lie passed between tho parties before the 
blow was struck | Mr. Alston know when 
he made tho remark that he would bo 
knocked down — he was guilty of as great 
contempt as the prisoner — ami yet I do not 
see him hero. The " lie" ho gave Mr. 
King was like pulling tho trigger to lire tho 
gun. 1 make an application, your honor, 
for Mr. Alston's arrest. 

Mr. Pemberton informed the honorable 
gentleman that the application should bo 
entertained. , 

Mr. T. .J. Skinner — Your honor, this gen- 
tleman (tho prisoner) is a man of family, 
and his Imprisonment will ho an injury to 
them. Ho has made n mos't ample apology 
/or his offence. May I ask that your honor 



will take these facts into consideration (to- 
gether with the provocation he received,) 
and indict a pecuniary punishment, instead 
of imprisonment. 

Mr. Pemberton replied that he was very 
sorry to say that he could not meet the gen- 
tleman's request. He had a duty to per- 
form, and he felt it could not be satisfied by 
the infliction of a fine. 

Mr. King— Your honor, before ieave this 
court for my cell, I have s charge to prefer 
against Attorney General Cary. It is ot a 
very serious nature, and one which I trust 
you will entertain. 

Mr. Pemberton— What is it? 

Mr. King— It is for inciting me to commit 
a felony. [Great sensation in court.] 

Mr. Pemberton— Have you any witnesses 
to prove the charge ! 

Mr. King — None but myself. 

Mr. Pemberton— If you have any wit- 
nesses, I shall be willing to entertain the 
charge ; but such statements as this, made 
without any other evidence than that of the 
complainant, are calculated to do a great 
deal of harm. Let the prisoner be removed ! 

Mr. King was then taken from tho room, 
and through the jail-yard to his gloomy cell, 
amid much apparent emotion on the part of 
his friends.
